By act of Parliament, Armistice Day and Thanksgiving 
Day are no longer merged in identity, but are two distinct 
days of observance. This is as it should be as there is no 
basic connection between the two days, except in the gen¬ 
eral matter of Thanksgiving. 

November 11 carries its own special significance and is 
a day which should be hoitored by all. It was on Novem¬ 
ber 11, 1918 that the world was released from the horror 
of war and that arms were laid aside by the soldiers on 
the battlefield. 

The Canadian Legion perpetuates the memory of Ar¬ 
mistice Day, not only on that date, but throughout the 
year. This organization of returned men is constant in its 
regard for disabled veterans and for the widows and 
children of those who lost their lives in the service of the 
country. In various ways it is constantly raising funds, 
to come to the aid of comrades in need. But the special 
occasion of the year, linked up with Armistice Day is 
Poppy Day. The poppy fund, is one to which all citizens 
have an opportunity of subscribing and tag day has been 
instituted throughout Canada wherever the Legion is ac¬ 
tive. 

By means of this fund, the Legion is able to care for 
many families whose circumstances need special atten¬ 
tion. It is able to bring brightness to many who are still 
under the cloud of war disability. Through Poppy Day 
the returned men keep faith with their fallen comrades. 
It is the privilege of the public to contribute through 
this special tag day, which will have active workers In 
towns, villages and country of this district.: Be generous. 


TWO MOVING PICTURES 

Here are two pictures. In the first there is an obscure 
preacher in a rural district in Saskatchewan. His salary 
is barely enough to keep him and his family alive. Yet 
when hard times come he goes to the managers of his 
church and asks that his stipend be cut in two. Next 
there is a teacher in a small village on the prairies who 
remains at her post with a promise of forty-five dollars 
a month, though she is not sure t6 receive that. However 
she says, the.children must be taught and she is no better 
than other sufferers. Here again is a procession of work¬ 
ers each agreeing to serve half-time so that all may have 
a little. Next in line is a city bleeding itself white that 
the unemployed shall have enough to eat and perhaps 
enough clothing to cover their nakedness. There is a band- 
of ladies, most of them poor themselves, gathering worn- 
out clothing, washing it, recasting it, and distributing it 
to those who have nothing. They are relieving their own 
miseries by contributing to the needs of those whose mis¬ 
eries are still greater. This is but a beginning of the 
reel. The other pictures come from every town and vil¬ 
lage and country-district in Canada. The Dqminion, be¬ 
cause of declining prices for farm products, may now 
seem to be poverty-stricken but it was never before so 
rich in its people. Here is true patriotism, for all classes, 
races and creeds are held together by the bonds of undy¬ 
ing friendship. 

Here comes the second picture. First there are 34 
Americans who directly or indirectly control 85 per cent, 
of the wealth of the country: They are plotting and plan¬ 
ning to get control of the other 15 per cent. Next are a 
few Canadian financiers who have grown rich as promot¬ 
ers of wild-cat schemes to which they have contributed 
experience but the common people the cash. They are in 
league with banks, with trusts and combines, and some¬ 
times with governments. And they, too, like little Oliver 
Twist, are holding out their plates for more. Next come 
members of joint-stock companies who in the early days 
bought their shares for a song, and now that the progress 
of the country has increased the value, they are said to be 
reaping an annuhl interest of from twenty to seventy per 
cent. Next is an army of middlemen with rakes of various 
type, so successful in their trade that a producer of ap¬ 
ples gets thirty cents for a box, while the consumer two 
provinces away pays from two to three dollars! or a 
rancher gets five cents a pound for fat cattle, and steak 
sells at from thirty to forty-eight cents; or a meal that 
costs twenty-five cents to serve, sells for one-dollar and 
a quarter. So the picture continues—a picture of cupidity 
and heartlessness. It is this terrible thing passing before 
the eyes of 300,000 unemployed that makes them see red. 
Yet Canada rightly rejects Communism. No lover of his 
country has any confidence in leadership of that kind. But 
the (jay is coming when there will be another leadership 
and th?n such a readjustment as will ensure that the 
wealthy shall not grow more and more wealthy with im¬ 
punity while the poor suffer still more in their poverty, 
but that every honest worker shall live in comfort in the 
finest, richest land on earth. Can we hope that readjust¬ 
ment will be voluntary or must it be forced by legisla¬ 
tion ?—Western Home "Monthly. 


pled, and its workers placed in an unfortunate position. 
He is told that conservation of natural resources makes 
this restriction necessary. ' Hi is told that Turner Valley 
last year’s wonder field, capable of heating the whole 
West indefinitely, is after aB, a short lived field of dubious 
length of existence. There is a rumor that the Foremost 
fields can not be. depended upon to re-enforce the gas sup¬ 
ply as they too are weakening. Therefore It becomes 
necessary for the company to protect its possible losses 
in the future. 

All these things he is told in statements by interested 
parties. The Imperial Oil produpes plausible reasons for 
discouraging development in Turner Valley field. The 
Canadian Western Natural Gas issues statements to show 
Why the ultimate consumer should be the one to t>ear the 
burden of company hazards. The Gas Co. has a strong 
standing with the public and has brought an appreciated 
utility to the homes. But it is not so firmly entrenched 
that it can expect to alter its original agreement without 
raising a storm. At the present time of economic stress, 
no utility should raise its rates, without producing irre¬ 
futable proof that it is necessary to do so—necessary for 
the protection of the public, and not for some abstract 
shareholder clipping coupons in Montreal or New York. 
There is no doubt that the shareholder will be sufficiently 
protected. The handsome dividends of the corporations 
concerned, indicate this. But John Smith, struggling to 
pay his monthly gas bill, wonders who is protecting him. 

It may quite easily be that this agreement to be arrived 
at, may be in the interests of all. But before any attempt 
is made to increase rates, it should be clearly proved by 
disinterested parties, that ail other individuals and cor¬ 
porations concerned in the agreement are to be penalized 
proportionately with the humble John Smith.

NOT UNION GOVT. 

Addressing the C.W.N.A., a couple of weeks ago, W. M. 
Davidson, formerly editor of the Albertan, and now ob¬ 
server-at-large, suggested that under present conditions, 
Alberta should seek a coalition government, with Prem¬ 
ier Brownlee availing himself of the best material of 
other parties in order that all elements be represented. 

Premier Brownlee disagreed, on the ground that in nor¬ 
mal times a party government is considered by the elec¬ 
torate to be the most desirable and able form of govern¬ 
ment. Why then should these qualifications cease to ap¬ 
ply in time of stress? 

Whether Premier Brownlee would strengthen his gov¬ 
ernment by selecting ministers from his opposition is a 
question. None of them have shone conspicuously, but on 
the other hand they have had little opportunity to shine. 
If he were to look for strength in the handling of the 
affairs of the province, it would not be wise to limit him 
to the representatives of any party in legislature. Pro¬ 
vincial politics are not a matter of party, but purely busi¬ 
ness. Every element of economic life in the province 
should be actively represented and should receive atten¬ 
tion, commensurate with its importance or possible im¬ 
portance. The interest of every element of the electorate 
should be safeguarded. 

It is a weakness of the' Canadian system of government 
both Federal and Provincial, that the head of the govern¬ 
ment in power is restricted to his own party in forming a 
cabinet, regardless of any conspicuous ability. A Premier 
could immensely strengthen his hand if he could comb the 
country for the best to make up his advisory body. 

In this regard the Financial Post points out the super¬ 
iority of the U. S. ‘cabinet system. “Under this system 
the Prime Minister could hand-pick the nation for exper¬ 
ienced proved leaders for administrative and cabinet jobs. 
Such men would take no part in petty political problems 
hut would work for results in their administrative poli¬ 
cies.” They would be outside party politics but would 
build up the prestige of the party by the efficiency of 
their results. It would pay a Premier to pick the most 
capable. - •

HE WANTS TO KNOW 

That composite character known as the Man on the 
Street, is in a critical mood these days. No longer does 
he subscribe to the old platitude that all is for the best in 
the best of all possible worlds. He is a living interroga¬ 
tion mark and extremely skeptical of the kindliness and 
noble intent of principalities and powers. He wants to 
be sure that his rights as a citizen are being protected. 

At the present moment he is deeply concerned with the 
proposed agreement between the Provincial Govt., the Oil 
Companies and the Canadian Western Natural Gas Co., 
concerned particularly with the warning that this may 
result in increased gas rates to the individual consumer. 
With the chill of winter in the air, the thought that gas 
rates may be raiked is decidedly unwelcome and good rea¬ 
sons must be produced for any such alteration in the orig 
inal agreement.

MORE CRAVING 

Again, the Man on the Street .is somewhat perplexed ov 
er this concession granted to the Calgary Power Co. to 
construct a dam for power storage in the Kananaskis 
Lake district. Is there no other spot that could have suit¬ 
ed equally well for this purpose, without defacing great 
natural beauty? 

All those who have travelled through the Kananaskis 
area, feel that ft should be preserved intact as one of the 
beauty spots of the Rockies, an unspoiled retreat for fu¬ 
ture Albertans. Those who have visited it, speak of it as 
somewhat similar to the scenery of Lake Louise, but pos¬ 
sessing certain unique beauties of lake and island. That 
is to say it comparable with, possibly superior to, the 
most beautiful that any country has to offer, a heritage 
worthy of preservation. Yet the contour of the lake and 
the gem-like islands are to be marred, for storage pur¬ 
poses. 

It is a common- remark that there is plenty of scenery 
in the Rockies, anti the loss of a few beauty spots here and 
there makes little difference. But it will make a differ¬ 
ence, possibly not so much to this generation as to people 
many years from now. The tourist habit of life is only 
in its infancy. The established resorts will goon.be over¬ 
run. New money-making centres will be opening up here 
and there. Native Albertans should preserve for them¬ 
selves, or have preserved for them, a few unblemished re¬ 
treats, off the beaten paths of travel. 

The enterprise in connection with Kananaskis Lake has 
met with much opposition. Prominent Calgary citizens 
have sought to divert this despoliation. If the Calgary 
Power Co. and the Provincial Government have agreed 
that this is the one possible spot for a storage dam, then 
at least the public is entitled to a fuller statement of 
reasons than has so far been granted. After all, this ar¬ 
ea belongs to the people of Alberta. 

BUSINESS LIKE 

This paper is indebted to the Porte Publishing Co. of 
Utah for information regarding the basis on which news¬ 
papers and governments operate in the States. In some of 
the states, all the laws of the legislative body are printed 
up in pamphlet or other form and these are given to the 
newspapers and paid for upon publication on the basis of 
the paper’s circulation. 

This seems a satisfactory and reasonable basis of 
reaching the people. And after all, it is remarked that 
there is no more reason why a newspaper publisher 
should donate space free of charge, to the government, 
than the grocer should give butter and flour, or a manu¬ 
facturer his factory wares. 

British trade, it is reported, has greatly revived since 
elections. Forty eight thousand additional workers have 
been absorbed in the Lancashire cotton mills, the steel, 
coal and locomotive industries have greatly improved as 
have also the retail businesses.

Paul Heading writing from Mon¬ 
treal to the Calgary Herald, says that 
eastern currency students have come 
to tne conclusion that Canada’s de¬ 
preciated dollar |will have a wider sig¬ 
nificance on trade balance in general, 
than in its relation to the gold debt 
payments to be|met in New York. The 
article continues: 

“The point is easily illustrate!.. 
The interest payments Canada has 
to meet on her borrowings abroad 
amount to about $276,000,000 a year. 
Supposing they had all \o be paid in 
gold. The present 10 per cent, dis¬ 
count on our dollar would cost us 
$27,500,000 in exchange on these pay¬ 
ments. But meanwhile, Canada's 
wheat, her lumber, most of her news¬ 
print and many of other exports are 
sold at world prices which are gold 
prices. These prices when converted 
into Canadian dollars are 10 per cent, 
higher than they were five weeks 
ago. If this 10 per cent, premium 
were applied to the whole of our ex¬ 
ports for the last twelve months it 
would increase their value in Cana¬ 
dian money by more than $70,000,000 

“Seventy cents a bushel for wheat 
at Liverpool becomes 77 cents in Can¬ 
adian money; $62 a ton for news¬ 
print loaded in the United States be¬ 
comes $52.70 a ton Canadian and so 
forth. 

“A sufficient discount on the Cana¬ 
dian dollar would, beyond a doubt, re 
store our market for Canadian catWe 
in Chicago. Humping duties might 
interfere for a time, hut for perfect¬ 
ly sound reasons they could not ulti¬ 
mately prevail. 

“If Americans can get $1.10 in pur 
chasing power for his American dol¬ 
lar in Canada this winter he will be 
just that much more tempted to spend 
his winter holidays here. 

"At the same time, the cost of im¬ 
ported articles from gold standard 
countries to Canadians has been rais¬ 
ed 10 per cent. A $1 American jack 
knife will presently cost $1.10 in this 
country. That is not universally an 
advantage, because there are certain 
commodities we must continue to im¬ 
port even though they cost us more. 
It implies, however, a gradual rise, of 
prices which may partially offset tne 
disastrous price fall of the last two 
years. 

“It also implies a strict curtailment 
of superfluous imports and a further 
tilting of the trade balance in Cana¬ 
da’s favor.”

er ten million people in Canada pay¬ 
ing directly to the support of one and 
one half million, there is not hope of 
lightening taxation to any consider¬ 
able extent. 

The Financial I’ost comments that 
for the years ’30. ’81 and ’32, taxes 
collected in Canada will average 
about one-fourth the national in¬ 
come. Canadians will work one day 
in four to support the bureaucratic 
structure created to keep them in 
line. 

Radical revision, says the Post, of 
the spending policies of the different 
governments is the only way for any 
substantial relief. There are so many 
pubilcly endowed utilities, and the 
paternalistic projects instituted with¬ 
in the past few years are all weigh¬ 
ing heavily. These include old age 
pensions, farm credits, freight rate 
subsidies, schools that embrace most 
advanced notions, luxurious highways 
etc. all all involving additional ad¬ 
ministrative agencies as well as gov¬ 
ernment support. 

“Government has invaded to an 
alarming extent the functions of the 
private individual, has penetrated 
deeply into the realm of business and 
has given fatherly assistance in re¬ 
gard to many matters that should be 
left to each person.” 

The Financial Post points further 
to the way in which this burden of 
taxation is crippling Cauadian indus¬ 
tries, which are fighting hard ti> avoid 
bankruptcy by reducing costs and 
eliminating waste. 

“For example, the British Columbia 
Power Co. paid one dollar in taxes 
for the last fiscal year, for every 
$2.00 it paid individuals. Then the 
dividends were further taxed when 
they went to shareholders. Many 
Canadian corporations are paying no 
dividends at present, so it is easy to 
believe that Canadian business pays 
more in taxes annually, tnan it pays 
for rental of capital. Why talk about 
Socialism? Isn’t this accomplishing 
all that Socialists could ask- for? 

“Private business to escape insol¬ 
vency has to hold its staff to a mini¬ 
mum, yet governments—federal, pro¬ 
vincial and municipal, arc constantly 
under pressure to increase their staffs 
We have freely engaged in a process 
of expanding governmental functions 
at a time when things looked pros¬ 
perous and national revenues were 
gaining rapidly. Citizens could 
stagger through, complaining but sol 
vent when money came easily. But 
in times like these, bills are hard to 
mget. 

“The people of governmental au¬ 
thorities of Canada, face the absolute 
necessity of drastic revision in the 
scove of governmental activity dur¬ 
ing the next decade. The bureau¬ 
crats must hand bark to the rank and 
file of citizenry, the responsibility for 
the conduct of many phases of the 
country’s economic life that have been 
assumed by government."
